Economy Crunch Forces Road Commission Layoffs 


by Joe Schrader 


A projected drop in motor vehicle highway tax funds to Craw- 
ford County has put a crimp in the Road Commission’s modus 
operandi for 1981. 

The drop is expected to be so sharp that the department last 
week was forced to cut back its workforce in an attempt to stay 
within the annual budget. 

“Our primary source of revenue is the gasoline and license 
plate tax,” said engineer-manager John Keir late last week, “and 
our current estimates indicate we will receive about $150,000 less 
than we expected when the budget was prepared.” 

As a result, eight road commission employees were laid off last 
Friday, reducing the workforce from 35 full-time to 27 employees, a 
reduction of almost 25%. The layoff is expected to save about 
$80,000 in 1981, with little hope of recall for any of the affected em- 
ployees. 


How this will affect the average motorist will depend on the 
weather conditons the remainder of the winter, Keir said, although 
he anticipates some service delays at the very least. 

Steps taken to cut back expenditures were not sufficient 
enough to ward off the effect of the reduced motor vehicle funds, 
already cut by 8% the first quarter of the year. “The check we 


The Road Commission anticipates a second quarter reduction 
of $80,000, 25% less. Looking ahead even further, Keir expects a 
15% reduction for each of the last two quarters as well, totalling 
about $60,000. In all, the revenue will be down about $150,000. 

Total operating budget for the road commission this year was 
set at $1,400,000. Besides motor vehicle revenue, other income is 
derived from federal aid for road projects, maintenance contracts 
with the state highway department, and some revenue from town- 
ship and county contributions. About $800,000 was budget as an- 
ticipated motor vehicle tax revenues. 


Cost-saving measures already taken include budgeting no 
money at all for equipment replacement or for gravel purchases 
for road repair this year. Almost all overtime for service on county 
ee has been eliminated and material purchases drastically cur- 

iled. 
sone this was not enough, our last resort was layoff,” Keir 
said. 

Although the road workers considered reduced work weeks for 
all employees instead of layoffs for some, the idea was abandoned 
because of labor agreement language. ‘The standard work week is 
defined as 8 hours, five days per week,” Keir explained, “the con- 
tract has no provision for shorter work weeks.”

Shell Oi! Resumes 
Pigeon River Drilling

Drilling by Shel! Oi] Company 
in the Pigeon River Country 
State Forest was scheduled to 
begin on Monday of this week, 
ending a stormy controversy 
between oil companies and nor- 
thern Michigan environmental- 
ists that dates as far back as 
September of 1968 when oil 
leases were first obtained in the 
area. 

Jack Pyle of the Shell Oil 
Company Public Affairs Office, 
said Monday that drilling began 
at the State Charlton 1-10 site 
located 15 miles north and east 
of Gaylord, the first of as many 
as 30-50 sites being considered 
for exploration purposes in the 
state forest. Pyle said three 
other drilling sites had been 
already picked by Shell, all on 
state land, although they were 
not immediately identified pen- 
ding issuance of permits by the 
Department of Natural Resour- 
ces. 

“We can’t say for sure how 
many additional sites we expect 
to explore until we find out what

gan Exploration Company 
bought leases in the state forest 
at public auction. 


Environmental groups, ten in 
all, attempted to block the ex- 
ploration attempts because 
they feared drilling would upset 
the natural beauty, habitat and 
wildlife on Pigeon River lands. 

In July of 1970, Northern 
Michigan Exploration made a 
significant oil discovery on 
state land in the southern part 
of the forest and Shell took over 
operation after well completion. 
A drilling moratorium was im- 
posed in October of 1970 but was 
overturned in the spring of 1971 
by the Michigan Attorney 
General, who said the state 
could not deny permits when 
requirements were met, except 
under extreme circumstances.

The department maintains about 110 miles of state highways in 
the county, including I-75, U.S.-27, M-72 and M-93 trunklines. Cost of 
maintaining this network is paid back to the county by the state. 
Over 700 miles of additional county roads are serviced as well, 
although the figure drops during the winter months to about 450 
miles. 

Keir said service shortages will be noticed most of all during 
the winter months. “It'll take us longer to open the county roads,” 
he predicted, ‘‘and during the summer we'll be grading and putting 
brine down less frequently.’’ What took two days to punch through 
county roads after a storm like we just experienced might now take 
up to four days, he noted. Road commission equipment includes 
twenty single axle trucks, two graders and two front-end loaders, 
described by Keir as being ‘‘in better than average shape.”” With 
fewer employees to man the vehicles, though, some of the equip- 
ment will be idled. Employee work schedules will be rearranged to 
try to provide the best service possible, Keir said. 

Two of four supervisors were eliminated along with six other 
road workers. The most senior of the affected workers has about 
three years service with the department. 

Further than expected reductions in gas and license tax 
revenues could bite even deeper into the county workforce. Keir 
said passage of a higher state gasoline tax might help the local 
situation, but all signals out of Lansing now indicate that is 
unlikely.

ending late in 1980 when a com- 
promise settlement was 
reached that allowed explora- 
tion to continue under restricted 
conditions. 

In December of last year, the 
Michigan Natural Resources 
Commission unanimously ap- 
proved an amended develop- 
ment plan, same as the 
negotiated settlement between 
the oil companies and environ- 
mentalist groups. 

Information provided by Shell 
Oil this week indicates the total 
value of oil and gas produced in

billion and ranked sixteenth 
nationally, while chicken and 
broiler production was 7.6 
million, ranking seventeenth in 
the nation, according to the 
Michigan Department of Agri- 
culture. 

To stretch shrinking food 
dollars, there’s hardly a better 
buy. Two large eggs equal four 
ounces of meat nutritionally 
and six portions still cost less 
than one dollar. When you whip 
those prices into quiche, crepes 
or omelets, you’ve got quite a 
main meal. 

When buying eggs, as with 
other foods, be sure to buy the 
right kind for the right uses. 
Figgs are quality graded in ac- 
cordance with federal-state 
laws. If you need eggs for 
poaching or frying, where ap- 
pearance is important, look for 
Grade AA, Extra Fancy or 
Grade A. Grade B eggs have 


. less thick whites and the yolks 


may be somewhat flattened, but 
they are good for general 
baking and cooking, 

Eggs should always be 
cooked at low to moderate tem- 
peratures because high heat 
and overcooking will toughen 
them. 

And, if there is a good egg 
bargain at your grocery, stock 
up. Fresh shell eggs can be kept 
refrigerated in their cartons, 
with the large ends up, for 
several weeks.

Given the inflation rate of 12%, schools 
will be losing approximately 36.5% of their buying power during the 
current fiscal year. 

The Superintendent also reported as to how the reduced funding 
levels will directly affect the Crawford AuSable Schocl District. In 
summary, with yet further reductions in revenues anticipated, it is 
projected that the fund equity of the district will be reduced from 
$90,274, to $10,068. Dr. Diedrich emphasized that there are yet further 
reductions of revenues and increases in expenditures anticipated so 
that the district’s overall financial picture is poor. He indicated that in 
the weeks ahead, the administrative staff will be re-evaluating existing 
budgets and making recommendations for cuts whereever possible. 
possible.
